Gnu AGO, June 0 —The courtesies of 


the world's tair were }esterday officially 
extended to the Infanta Eulalic, and the 
cclebiation of ' Princess Day" in her 
honor was a complete success. Thou- 
sands of Hags were displayed oil the 
-diffeienl buildings-, the Spanish colors 
predominating 


Theie was a long wait for tho im- 
mense crowds vvlnch biirrounded the ad- 
mimstrii.tion building who had expect- 
ed the loyal visitors at noon, as it was 
45minutes past that hour when General 
Nelson A. Miles wheeled his big bay 
horsomto the west end of the aimmiio- 
trotion plaza at the head of the proce.s- 
sion. It was 12:30 o'clock before the 
carriages containing the royal party ar- 
rived at the west entrance to tho mid- 
wav plaisance. Here the orchard lake 
cadets, looking natty in their full di ess 
uniform and their military band, as- 
sumed the lead and the inarch through 
the plaisance was taken up. 


On tins way down the famous cosmo- 


politan quarters tho inhabitants and 
spectatois literally packed the streets 
and gave the infanta a cheerful and re- 
spectful 
balnte at 
close 
intervals. 


There w as not the enthusiasm expected, 
the demonstration being more of re- 
spect than enthusiasm. The procession 
entered tho main grounds to the north 
of the w omen's building. Here a dense 
mass ol women gave the infanta the 
first really sound applause and cheers of 
the day, as thej- moved on. 


The line of march was past the trans- 


portation bmldir.i* to the north end of 
mines aud mining, where it veered to 
the east, and. passing up the aveiiuo_ be- 
tween mines trad electricity building, 
arrived .it the wo<-t front of the admin- 
istration building at 12:45. On their 
arrival the Michigan cadets aud Chi- 
cago hussars passed in revrew before 
the prim;e and prir^ss. As soon as tho 
military escort hauvvithdrawii the in- 
fanta alighted, and Mayor Harrison in 
his official capacity, parted from her. 
She was immediate1 y presented to Pres- 
ident Palme r and Higmbotham and Di- 
rector General Davis.

CHICAGO, June 0.—The federal court, 


by n majority role ot S to 1, decided to 
rant the injunction prayed for by tho 
distiict attorney to restrain the local 
directory from opening the world's fair 
jatCT on Sunday. Judges Woods aud 
Jenkins favored the closing oi the gates, 
•while Judgo Grosscnp held tho con- 
trary opinion. 


The courtroom was crowded to suffo- 


cation with closers 
and anti-closers 


when the three judges toolc their seats 
on the bpiich. Judge Woods announced 
that each member of tho court would 
deliver his own opinion. ''It is a mat- 
ter of regret that we have not had time 
Lo reduce our decision to writing,'' snid 
be, "aud each one of us will speak for 
himself." 


In biicf, Judge Woods held that the 


government was in absolute possession 
of Jaclcson park and had tho right to 
pake whatever rule it plcnscd concern- 
ing ths management ot the fair; that 
the Sunday closing rule had not been 
[awfully repealed, and that it was the 
duty of the court to grant the relief 
prayed for by the district attorney. Tie 
believed that au injunction should be 
issued. In the course of his address,, 
Judge Woods said: 


"There is n claim that the local coi- 
poratiou tendered the park to the United 
States, but the defense piefers a formal 
denial.

Judgp Orobscnp delivered the dissent- 


ing opinion. He concurred, he bind, in 
the opiiiion of Judges Jenkins und 
Woodb, that the power to modify rules 
of the local corporation was givn to 
the commission lo protect the national 
honor. He concurred in tho opinion 
that the exposition was national iu its 
character. But it is characteristic of 
American thought that such things 
should be done by the people, with the 
aid of the government. 


' It the power to close the grounds it 


assuied for the government, it must be 
found iu with pn'tnersjiip or contract. 
Congress has voted §2,300,000 to the 
fair, nnd made il a condition of tho giit 
that the fail should be closed on Sun- 
day. It is immaterial whether this was 
a contract or a donation. The corpora- 
tion accepted tho gitt and the condi- 
tions, and'passed a rule closing the fair 
on Sundays. 
Then the government 


withheld 1,140,000 of the 5,000,000 coins 
it had agreed to give the corporation. 
Who knows that the corporation would 
have accepted the giit. and surrendered 
its views on Sunday closing if it had 
kno%vn that part of the appropriation 
wns to be withheld. 


'•This law was passed by congress nf t- 


er tho acceptance ot tho iornier condi- 
tional giit. It was a new condition, 
imposed without the consent of the 
other part) 
The construction placed 


on this act by tho law oiBceia of the 


government attributes 1o congress a 
pwilily of purpose. 
Tho national 


commission was hitriiHiod wit h the task 
of providing jurors oi award, and this 
was sif> clearly u portion of its duties as 
anything else that it had done, and the 
expense should be borne by the commis- 
sion, as wag the cost of classifying the 
exhibits. This expense should not be 
saddled on the local corporation by con- 
gress. Congwsa has no power to create 
indebtedness for the local corporation, 
and the act of Mart.li 3,18t),5, was un- 
justifiable., 


"The government has broken laitb 
with the corporation and no court of 
ecruity conld insist on the corporation 
observing tho hard conditions imposed 
by the government. The govemmont 
has no more rights than a private indi- 
vidual and, whether as contractor or 
4oaor it should be'^pinpellea to liv« jsp 


to its promisob. "\Vhori congress with- 
held the 1,140,000 souvenir coins the sit- 
uation changed. The previous act were 
as if it were not. The Sunday closing 
cpiestiou is of more importance to the 
local corporation, than to the people of 
the United States. I am of the opinion 
that the injunction should not issue." 
Edward Walker, counsel for 
the 


world's fair directory, addressed the 
court and prayed an appeal to the ap- 
pellate court, which, he said, is in ses- 
sion. The matter could be definitely 
decided in a few days. He asked also 
that the court fix a bond which would 
act as a bivperspcleas. He said tho grav- 
ity of the situation was increased by the 
decision ot the state court on this same 
question being Opposed to the decision 
of the federal court. There was danger 
of an unpleasant conflict of authority 
between the courts. 
He suggested 


that it couleljie arranged to have the 
case from tli? vla'to court taken to the 
state appellate courts, 'and that both 
appellate courts might, by their action, 
definitely settle the matter. 


District Attorney Milchnst said he 


would ask that tho order of injunction 
prayed for by the government be is- 
sued. 


Judge Woods finally said tie court 


would announce i ts decision on the sub- 
ject of appeal and nupersedeas in the 
near future. 


If the bnperjeueaa be granted the 
fair will remain open on Sundays until 
the court oi appeals finally passes on 
tho case.

ENGLISH 
SPARROW. 


A Use nt Last Dlucuieu'd For This Llttlo 


1'Oht—Kut nini. 


WASUIKOTON, June 0 —Tho agricul- 


tural department has been giving con- 
siderable, attention to that national 
pest, the English sporrow. One of ita 
official^, Professor Hill, furnishes a 
short and interesting article about the 
pestiferous little bird, and .suggests one 
meana by which its numbers may^be 
diminished. The professor's contribu- 
tion is as follows, 


"It does not !,eem lo be generally 


known that the Engh ,h sparrow is a 
superior ai ticlo of fooel; indeed, a real 
delicacy. Such, howover, is the fact, 
and the bird i* growing in iavor daih 
with tlios» who lu\o overcome tliur 
pie.indices sufficiently to make a fair 
timl. Throughout Europe the sparrow 
always hns been held in high esteem as 
a table bird, and in Great Britain spar- 
row pie has e nine to be- regarded as tan- 
1s- tjpical ol all that is savory and ap- 
pctuing 


••then undtr ordinary circuuistam es 


tho flesh is well Ihuored and lender 
though rarely fat. aud when in early 
autumn the sparrow congregates on 
stubble fielila 01 ripening grain their 
liesii bi e'om^s moro t u n y and takes on 
n richer Havor. The young Ht the timn 
of leaving die nest aiu about two-

Ask him why it is that rignt litre 
in tins country, where the tariff is the 
same in every part, wages are higher in 
the west than in the cast, and higher in 
tho>north than in tho south.—Ghicagu 
Free Trader.

PASTURES. 


Uuw to Incieano and Prolong; tile UMCful- 


uuris of Glass Lamia. 


It ia one tiling to mako a pasture and 


quite another tiring ta keep 'it. It will 
not do to leave ifa preservation to chance, 
says that excellent authority, Henry 
Stewart, in .1 letter to Country Gentle- 
man. H must lie fed quite as much as 
thu animals that i'eed upon it. It must 
ho repaired continually by fresh seed anil 
fertilizers, as time and season make in- 
roads upon it. Ami in addition it must 
ba BO used as to give all needed opportu- 
tunitie's for the grabs to mako a sufficient 
growth before it us eaten down ot the be- 
ginning sE tho feeding season. This is an 
inrportant consideration. 


If it is fed do\\ n where the herbage is 


yomig, tho weal: roots cannot recover 
from tho shock and will perish, and this 
is the most frequent cause of the disap- 
pearance of the grass, which occasions 
emprise to tho farmer, who cannot un- 
derstand why this should be so, It ia 
vain to feed the roots by the most hberal 
mannting or feililmng if the supply of 
atmospheric food is cut off by depriving 
tho plants of their leaves. And yet this 
most obvious piincrplo of plant growth 
is rarely ever thought of m regard to 
pastures. 


This enily feeding of tho lieibage, too, 


is often followed by too heavily stock- 
ing tho land, and the continued dam- 
ago is still more desfauctivo. Tho final 
ruin then comes more quickly, for tho 
starving of the glass is continuous. This 
is the common fate of the pasture. An- 
other error or neylect is tho gathering of 
the droppings of tho cattle on tho grass. 
This ia so mtieli permitted that some 
good pastnies are largely spoiled by tbe 
covering of tho grass to the extent of 
one-fourth or more of the surf ace, count- 
ing tho actual spaces covered, and tho 
borders of each that are fouled by the 
bpiead of the manure by tho rams. The 
rank growth that 
ns>es aiound these 


spots that disfigure tho fields is not eat- 
en, and rotting down by luxuriance en 
largo the surfaced of tho iirjuicd places. 
This is to be pi evented by boattering 
theso accumulated obstructions at short 
intervals. 
* 


Any pasture nuy be trebled m its u«e- 


fulucbs and vnliio by dividing it into two 
parts, using one while the other ] ait H 
letfc to recover its growth. It is [ho con- 
tinuous giiawin^at tho short,well; herb- 
age, giving no opportunity for recovery, 
that rums pastures KO quickly. Thus 20 
acres of good pasltuc m,iy bo mado to 
feed 20 head by this alternate method of 
use and rest wliun 10 head or even 5 
will keep it ba:o and themselves as poor 
as the herbage is. And tho effect of this 
resting will bo t ven more ^)p,ucnt if 
when tlio animal i aro turned oU one sec- 
^on, the grass bo stimulated by a divsing 
of 100 pounds (if nitrate of sod.i and tho 
pamo of gypsu"i.

Tho potato brand 
will 'be equally useful ou most garden 
vegetables, although manufacturers of- 
fer many specialties, buch as cabbago 
manure, onion manure, fruit and vino 
manure, manures for different soils, also 
complete manures for geneial use.
